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LAKE OF THE WOODS CAMP 


In Desolation Valley, five miles to the west, 
the Lodge has a camp for the use of those who 
wish to explore the wonderful glacier basin, and 
the higher lakes and peaks. The cabin, tents and 
camping outfits are free to the guests. The Lodge 
also has ten rowboats on the upper lakes that are 
free to the guests.

FALLEN LEAF 
LODGE 


at the southern end 
of Fallen Leaf Lake, 
five miles from Tal- 
lac, offers greater 
attractions to the 
tourist than any 
other Tahoe resort. 
Overlooking the 
beautiful lake and 
close under snowy 
peaks, it has water- 
falls and rushing 
streams, boating, 
bathing, fishing and 
mountain climbing 
at its very door. The 
panorama shows this 
superior location. 
Fallen Leaf is a glacial lake, three and a half 
miles long and a mile wide, with a shore line of 
ever-changing beauty —rugged cliffs with snow 
peaks overhanging, sandy beaches where children 
play, wooded points and sheltered bays where 
wild ducks rear their young, and everywhere the 
dark forest comes down to the water’s edge. 
People who know say Fallen Leaf is the most 
beautiful of all the Tahoe lakes. In the neighbor- 
hood of the Lodge are over fifty other lakes and 
peaks to attract the angler and the nature lover. 


NEW TRAILS 


The Lodge is in the very center of this wonder- 
land. From the Lodge roads and trails radiate 
to all the points of interest. The Lodge manage- 
ment has built many miles of new trails. The 
new Tamarack Lake trail is the most beautiful in 
the whole region, and opens up to horseback 
parties the Echo Lakes and Desolation Valley. 


ACCOMMODATIONS 


The Lodge offers its patrons a great va- 
riety. There are rooms single and en suite, 
one, two, three and four room cottages, with 
and without private bath, and numerous 
tents. Many of the cottages and tents are 
so arranged that the occupants may sleep 
out-of-doors if they wish. Many new row- 
boats have been added for this season. The 
Lodge has its own electric light plant, 
laundry, post office, store, express and Long 
Distance telephone. 


The cottage system at the Lodge deserves 
mention. There are over fifty rustic cot- 
tages in every variety of situation. Some 
are close to the water, others are perched 
high up, commanding a superb view, others again 
are in shady thickets. Some are of three rooms 
with private bath, and can house a family party. 
All the cottages have open fires, stoves or heaters. 
Almost all have running water, and many of them
